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THE UNCOMMON MAN 
In a day and ag e when so much atten­ 
tio n is being g iv en to the co mmo n man, it 
co mes as a pleasant chang e o f pace to hear 
a plea fo r the “ unco mmo n man.” 
That, in a nutshell, is the tho ug ht-pro ­ 
v o king fast ball hurled at Bureau o f Ad­ 
v ertising members o f the American News­ 
paper Publishers Asso ciatio n in New Yo rk 
recently . 
The deliv ery was serv ed up by Crawfo rd 
H. Greenewalt, president o f the E. I. du 
Po nt de Nemo urs & Co. He warned that 
“ the unco mmo n” man threatens to beco me 
submerg ed by g ro up actio n and co nfo rm­ 
ity . 
This perso n he labels “ unco mmo n” is, 
acco rding to Greenewalt, the g ifted indi 
v idual “ who se dreams waken him in the 
nig ht while o thers lie co ntentedly asleep. 
“ We need tho se dreams, fo r to day ’s 
di'earns represent to mo rro w’s realities,” he 
say s. “ Yet in the v ery nature o f o ur mass 
effo rt, there lies the g rav e dang er—no t 
that the indiv idual will circumv ent the pub­ 
lic will, but that he will himself be co n­ 
fo rmed and shaped to the g eneral pattern, 
with the lo ss o f his unique o rig inal co ntrib­ 
utio ns.” 
Greenewalt admits that the replacement 
o f the indiv idual by the g ro up has been nat­ 
ural and inev itable with the g ro wth o f o ur 
eco no my . 
“ Science and pro ductio n and adminis­ 
tratio n hav e beco me necessarily dependent 
o n team effo rt,” he say s. “ Our trade and 
labo r unio ns almo st by definitio n are dedi­ 
cated to the sublimatio n o f the indiv idual 
to the g eneral lev el. Our tax ing metho ds 
hav e the present effect o f lev eling the re­ 
wards o f indiv idual perfo rmance, and, fo r 
the future, the o ften frig htening pro spect 
o f curbing the will to ward indiv idual ac­ 
co mplishment.” 
Ho wev er, he po ints o ut, “ we can create 
no sy nthetic g enius, no co mpo site leader. 
Men are no t interchang eable parts like so 
many pinio n g ears o r carbureto rs; g enius, 
as Jo hn Adams said, is besto wed “ imperi­ 
o usly ’ by nature upo n the indiv idual.” 
Furthermo re, he punctures the do ctrine 
that no man is indispensable. It’s his o pin­ 
io n that “ this co untry and the wo rld hav e 
been enriched and inv ig o rated mo st co n­ 
spicuo usly by indispensable men, fo r the 
rig ht man with the rig ht idea at the rig ht 
v o rtex o f histo ry has alway s been the in­ 
dispensable man.” 
Ho w dependent so ciety sho uld beco me 
upo n o ne man o r sev eral men is questio n­ 
able, but Greenew alt’s co ncern fo r the cre­ 
ativ e g enius who wakes in the nig ht is v alid 
at this juncture o f histo ry . Fo r the co untry 
needs these men in all the pro fessio ns— 
fro m the scientist to the diplo mat to the 
po litician.

FALSE APPEARANCES 
A telev isio n news co mmentato r did 
rather strang e but interesting and useful 
thing the o ther nig ht. He sat befo re the 
cameras fo r 15 minutes witho ut o nce men­ 
tio ning current happening s. His entire 
bro adcast time was dev o ted to a so rt o f 
illustrated lecture o n ho w’ a man’s reputa­ 
tio n can be built up o r to m do wn by the 
adro it use o f adjectiv es and pictures. 
Using v ario us public fig ures—Secretary 
o f State Dulles, fo r ex ample, and Adlai Ste­ 
v enso n—as g uinea pig s, the co mmentato r 
sho wed ho w fav o rable o r unfav o rable im­ 
pressio ns can be created. Pho to g raphed 
smiling and serene, a man may hav e 
g reat public appeal. Pho to g raphed sho ut­

Much the same thing , the co mmentato r 
no ted, can be do ne with adjectiv es.

Refer to the same man as “ that cheerful 
so lid citizen, Jo e Do akes,” and the reader 
is inclined to like him. 
It was a g o o d lesso n, especially pertinent 
in an electio n y ear.

THE OLD ORDER PASSETH 
Senator W aiter George is not standing for re- 
election because the prospects for him are that in 
p oontest with Herman Talmadge, he would be 
defeated. And so the old order passeth. 
It does not mean that the new men are better 
or worse, more suitable or less; each generation 
goes its course and is followed by its descendants 
who usually speak a different accent and empha­ 
size a point of v iew which reflects the young 
rather than the experienced and mature. The old­ 
sters are often miserable ov er the stupidities of 
the youngsters, forgetting their own at the same 
age 
We are mov ing into the era of the men of the 
30’s, the men whose careers started in depression, 
fear, uncertainty, disappointment. Although many 
of them hav e succeeded in their v arious careers, 
they hav e not ov ercome the ugliness of those 
early, character-forming years. Most of them 
grew up in an env ironment in which their par­ 
ents with unpalatable suddenness discov ered that 
money did not grow on trees and that work in this 
country could be disappointing. None of them 
knew the pre-World W ar I era of peace and com­ 
petition, when ambitions were terrific and youth 
was romantic ev en in its pessimisms. 
Some of those who are now emerging were 
children during the shameless Prohibition Era 
and witnessed the corruption of a bacchanalia 
with its resultant disrespect for the law and par­ 
ticularly for the moral law and the sanctity of 
marriage and the home. This period in our history 
left ugly scars upcn the generations which passed 
through it and left a statistic in its wake of brok­ 
en homes and smashed mores which by the middle 
of the 19 50’s has become the princiffel social prob­ 
lem misnamed juv enile delinquency but really the 
rebellion of young children against home, church 
and school. 
Politically, the newer generation seems to the 
older ones to hav e no standards, to seek short­ 
cuts to personal success at the expense of society. 
Loyalty seems to be a forgotten quality. Some of 
the younger politicians appear like hot-rods rush­ 
ing hither and yon without direction and ev en 
without any purpose. In an era when to earn 
money is only to increase one’s taxes, politicians 
may no be as money corrupt as those who became 
millionaires in the Mark Hanna period, but they 
do appear to sell their souls and consciences for 
position, making deals, not with those who are 
building the country, but with those who are de­ 
stroying it. 
So one is often shocked by the relationship of 
a fairly conserv ativ e Senator or Judge or Ad­ 
ministrativ e official hobnobbing with Communists 
or racketeers in the hope of building a position 
for himself. 
» 
It has always been true that for a man to get 
on, he needed friends. And my memory goes back 
to the v ery beginning of this century in political 
operations and I recall the Tammany leader, 
Charlie Murphy, that when he got on, he had a 
man of the social set to teach him good manners. 
But it appears that currently it is regarded as 
more democratic to av oid manners about which 
there seems something prissy. Nev ertheless, men 
are not physically as tough, as hard, as sure of 
themselv es as they were in the days when news­ 
papers were taken to the post office in a wagon 
draw'n by horses and the policeman walked the 
beat and knew ev ery man, woman and child by 
first name. 
But it is stupid to suffer nostalgia for the good 
old day’s and to decry the present and the next 
generations. The good old days always are dead 
days; the best that can be remembçred about 
them is about dead men and women. And al­ 
though it is lots of fun to hear an old v audev illian 
sing “School Days,” and “Shine on Harv est 
Moon,” the children prefer something with a down 
beat that groans and moans and sounds as though 
they were suffering as they sing. Each to its kind 
until something better comes along, as it always 
does from somewhere or other. 
So, Senator W alter George goes his way to an 
honorable position in NATO and his place will be 
taken by Herman Talmadge, whose father I met 
when he was Gov ernor of Georgia. The Senate 
will not be the same without George, as it is not 
the same without Henry Clay and Daniel Webster 
and Robert A. Taft.

DEATH RATE TRENDS IN CANCER 
A report on the m ortality rate trends in Can­ 
ada, for the v arious sites where cancer attacks, 
is giv en in Canadian Serv ice Medical Journal by 
Drs. A. Phillips and M argaret Owchar. 
It repre­ 
sents careful and detailed study on their own 
part and the full collaboration of the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. 
The information will be 
useful in suggesting new’ lines of inv estigation. 
As statisticians, the authors hav e presented the 
data without comment as to the possible reasons 
for trends in m ortality rates for v arious sites of 
the disease. 
The decrease in deaths reported as due to 
cancer of the stomach has been reported also in 
the United States. The drop in rates for cancer 
of the uterus and mouth and throat is encourag­ 
ing. 
The rise in death rate from leukemia (a 
form of cancer of the blood! for both sexes is 
equally startling and has been noted in Great 
Britain and the United States, and in all these 
countries attem pts to find the factor or factors 
responsible hav e begun. 
The period under re­ 
v iew cov ers the years 1941 to 19 53 inclusiv e. 
1. Mouth and throat cancer shows a signifi­ 
cant decrease in males in Canada as a whole but 
no significant change found in females. 
2. Stomach—death from cancer of the stomach 
shows a significant decrease in Canada as a whole 
and in both sexes. 
3. Intestines -no important change 
in the 
death rate although it is higher in females than 
in males. 
4. Rectum—no significant change in the death 
rate for either sex in Canada. 
5. Respiratory’ system—a significant increase 
in cancer of the lungs in males but not in fe­ 
males has been found. 
6. Urinary organs—a significant increase in 
the male death rate in Canada but no important 
change in the females. 
7. Breast (female)—no significant change. 
8 . Uterus (female)—an important decrease in 
number of deaths. 
9. Cerv ix 
(female)—shows 
an 
increase 
in 
death rate. 
10. Genital organs (m ale)—a significant in­ 
crease in death rate for Canada as 
a whole. 
11. Leukemia—an important increase in death 
rate in both males and females. 
Considering cancer of all sites, there has been 
significant increase in the male death raté in 
Canada and a significant decrease in the female 
mortality. 
Some of these facts are encouraging 
and other discouraging but at lea$t it shows what 
the trends are and also shows our research work­ 
ers in what particular parts of the body the dan­ 
ger from cancer is most severe.

Washington, 
(NEA)—It will 
be June, 19 57, or later before the 
new I n t e r n a t i o n a l Atomic 
Agency is open for business. 
Its “Atoms for Peace” plan 
was first proposed by President 
Eisenhower in December, 19 53. 
Considering the snail’s pace at 
which most diplomatic negotia­ 
tions mov e, this is fast work. 
But there are still many head­ 
aches ahead before IAEA be­ 
comes 
operativ e. 
Representa­ 
tiv es of 8 6 countries will meet in 
September to consider the draft 
“Statute,” as the new world or­ 
ganization’s constitution will be 
called. It has just been approv ed 
by a 12-nation drafting commit­ 
tee after six months of prepara­ 
tion and two months of negotia­ 
tion. 
In this period there were eight 
separate conferences 
betw’een 
U. 
S. 
and 
Russian 
officials, 
headed by Ambassadors James J. 
Wadsw’orth and Georgi N. Zaru­ 
bin. The Russians cooperated on 
this one, and didn’t throw monk­ 
ey wreuches. 
ZARUBIN HAD PLENTY of 
authority to make compromises 
without 
referring 
ev erything 
back to Moscow. 
It showed the 
Russians can 
cooperate 
when 
they want to. 
W hat the Russian motiv es are 
in going for this project, nobody 
knows. 
But it is pointed out 


that as one of the countries con­ 
tributing atomic 
materials 
to 
IAEA, Sov iet Russia won’t be 
subject to controls like the re­ 
ceiv ing countries. 
The 
8 6-nation 
delegations 
meeting in September are ex­ 
pected to take two months to de- 
•bate the draft statute and adopt 
whatev er amendments they think 
necessary. 
The Russians are known to 
hav e two amendments in mind 
which may cause delay. 
One is 
on protection of its rights of sov ­ 
ereignty. 
U. S. experts think 
this is not a question of sub­ 
stance, but a problem of finding 
acceptable language. 
The other Russian objection is 
expected on membership. 
They 
will propose Communist China. 
On this one the U. S. is now com­ 
mitted to object. 
AFTER 
THE 
SEPTEMBER 
conference approv es the statute 
it will go to the 8 6 member 
I countries for a 9 0-day period. It 
will become effectiv e w'hen rat­ 
ified by 18 countries, including 
three 
of 
the 
fiv e 
supplying 
countries—U. S., U. K., Canada, 
j France and U.S.S.R. 
A preparatory commission will 
then take ov er organization of 
a first general conference of all 
ratifying countries. The prepara­ 
tory commission will also name 
the first 13 members of a board 
of gov ernors. Later the general 
conference will name 10 more.

Washington, May 17 — Out of 
these four names will come the 
nominee

T hat’s the way the situation

today—less 
than* three 
months before the national con­ 
v ention meets at Chicago. 
The chances of a "dark horse” 
are remote. For it is apparent 
that what is dev eloping in the 
contest for the Democratic Presi­

nomination 
is 
not 
a 
"dark-horse” setup. It is out of 
a deadlock betw’een factions with 
deep-seated 
cleav ages 
that 
a 
“dark horse” customarily emer­ 
ges. The friendship, howev er, be­ 
tween the principal candidates 
this time and the close associ­ 
ation among the leaders is such 
that any candidate might yield 
to the other without a trace of 
bitterness. 
THE STRONGEST campaign­ 
er in the group is Harry’ Truman. 
If it it considered by the Demo­ 
cratic 
leaders 
generally 
that 
President Eisenhower is really 
inv incible this time, there would 
be much more of an inclination 
to let the former President make 
the race. 
The politicians—with 
the exception of those in the 
South—could agree on Truman 
faster than on anybody eles. 
Most of the talk about Tru­ 
man has arisen from the belief 
that a stalemate would dev elop. 
But the forces of Harriman and 
Stev enson could readily get to­ 
gether, and so could the forces 
of Harriman and Kefauv er. 
At the moment Stev enson is 
in 
the 
lead. 
He 
has 
more 
strength within the party or­ 
ganizations than has Harriman 
or Kefauv er. 
But the Demo­ 
cratic nomination in 1956 is not 
as v aluable as it will be in 19 60. 
Stev enson 
might 
consider 
he 
would hav e a better chance four 
years hence than now. 
It could 
influence him at the last mo­ 
ment to let a Harriman-Kefau- 
v er ticket go to the country and 
take its licking. 
The main reason why the 
Democratic nomination seemed 
worth contending for this time 
was the prospect a few months 
ago that Ike wouldn’t run on 
account of his illness. But, as 
the President now appears to be

health, the Democratic nomina­

I to H arrim an than to Stev enson. 
The New’ York gov ernor has 
plenty of his own funds to con­ 
tribute to the race. Also, he 
would not go out of office at Al­ 
bany if defeated for the Presi­ 
dency. 
At present writing, the South 
holds the balance 
of power. 
There will, of course, be a fight 
at the Chicago conv ention on 
the civ il rights issue. Senator 
Lyndon Johnson of Texas could 
become 
the 
v ice 
presiderftial 
nominee either with H arrim an 
or Stev enson. The Texas sena­ 
tor has behind him the power­ 
ful Sam Rayburn. Speaker of 
the House, who. if it were not 
for his sev enty-four years, w’ould 
be the logical second man for 
the ticket this y ear. 
AS IT IS, Speaker Rayburn 
can hav e a good deal to say about 
the second place on the ticket. If 
selected for the Vice-Presiden­ 
tial 
nomination,

would not hav e to resign from 
the Senate or from his position 
as Majority Leader during the 
campaign. 
He 
would 
merely 
mov e from the Senate floor to 
the rostrum in

the 
Democratic party were success- 
; ful at the Nov ember election. 
Certainly 
his 
heart 
ailment 
w’ould be less of a handicap in 
the Vice-President’s chair than 
if he were to remain as party 
leader in the Senate. 
So it may be a Harriman- 
Johnson ticket or a Stev enson- 
Johnson ticket if Sen. Kefauv er 
doesn’t want second place or if 
his 
conv ention 
forces 
aren’t 
strong enough to get it for him. 
Obv iosuly a coalition of Stev en­ 
son and Harriman forces could 
control the majority of the Chi­ 
cago conv ention and name the 
ticket. 
So, whichev er way the situa­ 
tion is v iewed, the names for the 
top place are Stev enson, Harri- 
man and Kefauv er with Tru­ 
man as a compromise choice of 
all three, especially if there is a 
feeling on the part of the or­ 
ganization leaders in the popu­ 
lous states that only the former 
President can make the kind of 
campaign needed to win. A Tru- 
man-Johnson ticket cannot be 
crossed off as impossible, for 
there is an awareness in the 
Northern cities that something 
must be done to placate the 
Southern wing of the party— 
and Sam Rayburn and H arry 
Truman are close friends and 
political allies.

Great Lakes cargo ship construc­ 
tion came up with a new pro­ 
posal today to counteract an ob­ 
jection that the program would 
be too expensiv e. 
As outlined by Rep. Baumhart 
(R.-Ohio), the legislation would 
be rev ised to limit to 21 the 
number of ships that would be 
built under subsidy for the next 
three years. 
"That would be one new ship 
for each of the sev en Great 
Lakes yards to build for three 
years,” Baumhart explained. 
“Then at the end of the three 
years the program could be re­ 
v iewed.” 
Sen. Williams (R.-Del.) com­ 
plained on the Senate floor the 
other 
day 
that 
the 
bill, 
as 
w’ritten, would let Great Lakes 
v essel owners turn in as many 
as 300 obsolete ships to the gov ­ 
ernment, receiv ing subsidies av er­ 
aging between three and 3% mil­ 
lion dollars per ship. 
The legislation also has been 
opposed by the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration as supplying an un­ 
justified subsidy. 
Baumhart and a group of other 
Congressmen backing the 
bill 
called yesterday on undersecre­ 
tary of Commerce Louis Roths­ 
child to try to work out a com­ 
promise. 
As spokesman for the group, 
Baumhart said Rothschild wr&s 
noncommittal but “acknowledged 
the seriousness of the problem” 
of building new Great Lakes 
ships at present costs.

Yete, Dubinsky’s own union 
publication boasted that during 
the war Dubinsky spent unspe­ 
cified amounts of money, possi­ 
bly millions, the earnings of his 
subjects, to finance espionage or 
“underground” operations in en­ 
emy and occupied territory in 
Europe. Nobody knows who got 
that money. Dubinsky says that 
if he told he w’ould 'put liv es 
in peril. This is not a proper 
function of an American "bar­ 
gaining agent” between worker 
and employer. If the Steuben So­ 
ciety had done the same thing, 
Dubinsky and 
his 
propaganda 
staff w’ould hav e yelled “trea­ 
son” and, probably, the offend­ 
ers would hav e been condemned 
to prison and ev erlasting dis­ 
grace among us. 
Dubinsky did not consult his 
subjects on any of these "proj­ 
ects.” He just told them what he 
had done. They hav e no power 
to rescind his action. His treas­ 
ury, 
a t last published, unv eri­ 
fied report, had $160 million. 
Dubinsky’s union 
does 
hav e 
business relations with employ­ 
ers. The union, in effect, collects 
import duties, on interstate com­ 
merce in garments manufactured 
by rton-union labor. The Consti­ 
tution forbids the states to col­ 
lect import duties on commerce 
from one to another. But Dubin­ 
sky’s union does collect sUch du­ 
ties under the pretext of a li­ 
cense, or penalty. A manufac­ 
turer in a non-union state can 
run a non-union shop, but his 
wares are taxed by the union be­ 
fore they reach the racks and 
counters of the state of New 
York. This union is ev en collect­ 
ing import duties on goods made 
in Japan. Obv iously the only au­ 
thority with a right to collect 
import taxes on manufactured 
goods is the Treasury of the 
United States. But Dubinsky’s 
priv ilege is equal to a right. 
Many unions for many years 
hav e collected a sales tax on 
manufactured 
or 
“processed” 
merchandise such as wearing ap­ 
parel and poultry. They sell offi­ 
cial seals of union labels. These 
must be affixed to each article. 
The manufacturer or “processor” 
buys the seals from the union, 
which does not hav e to account 
for the money to its own mem­ 
bers, the public or the business 
firms which pay it. 
The cost is 
passed along to the ultimate con­ 
sumer. 
I t is a sales tax. 
Dubinsky’s 
union does 
this. 
Then he uses the money for in­ 
ternational espionage or for the 
operations of his owfn mysteri­ 
ous bureaucracy. 
This maze in­ 
cludes a Sov iet counterfeiter of 
American currency who serv ed a 


long term in an American fed­ 
eral prison for that crime. 
It 
also pays toward the operation 
of a priv ate, balance-of-power 
political party in the city and 
state of New York, the socalled 
Liberal party. At times, Dubin­ 
sky’s subjects hav e been ordered 
to appear at political rallies, de­ 
signated membership “meetings,” 
and submit to harangues by Du­ 
binsky’s own candidates. Other- 
| wise they would be fined $1. Du­ 
binsky has acknowledged warn­ 
ings to that effect distributed 
under the union seal. I hav e his 
admission in writing of such 
threats. 
When the war ended in Europe, 
i Dubinsky hurried to France with 
$50,000 in American currency in 
his hand-baggage to pay political 
agents of his unspecified politi­ 
cal program.

Mr. Dingeldey said the con­ 
solidation idea was not new and 
as far back as 19 50 facts and 


tion and faced by outly ing small 
school districts were discussed 
by a panel of school and P-TA 
officials at a meeting of the 
P-TA Council held May 14 at 
Kingston High School Library . 
Panel members included Les­ 
ter Roosa, district superintend­ 
ent; Walter Van Wagenen. prin­ 
cipal of the Woodstock School; 
Edward Dingeldey i president of 
the board of education of the 
town 
of 
Ulster 
and 
Benson 
Krom, former member of the 
Hurley School Board and a rep­ 
resentativ e of the Hurley School 
P-TA. 
Mr. Roosa brought out two 
main points: 1. That better edu­ 
cational opportunities could be 
offered for all our children in 
and out of Kingston and 2. That 
both sides must be well informed 
and help those in their districts 
to understand what they ’re go­ 
ing to giv e up, what they ’re go­ 
ing to gain, but to put consid- 
era of future children’s needs 
first, rather than whether one 
section will outnumber another 
on a board of education. 
It was pointed out by Earl 
Soper, superintendent of Kings­ 
ton schools, that a board of edu­ 
cation for the new district would 
be for ev ery body ; that there 
would be a transition period 
where the board would be par­ 
tially elected and partially ap­ 
pointed because the plan by law 
would be to elect a new board 
member from any where within 
the new district to replace each 
of the ex isting board members 
as their term ex pired. 
Mr. Roosa also said that many 
schools which now hav e to oper­ 
ate part time school schedules 
are the ones which hav e put off 
facing 
the 
future 
enrollment 
problem. Mr. Soper added that 
he had requests right now on 
his desk from certain districts 
for fifth and six th grade pupils 
to- be sent to Kingston due to 
their districts’ ov ercrowded con­ 
ditions. 
Mr. Van Wagenen in discussing 
the school in Woodstock said 
that the state department clas­ 
sified it as a medium school in 
regard to enrollment and facili­ 
ties; a school where the princi­ 
pal acts as janitor, secretary to 
board, 
teacher 
etc. 
He 
de­ 
scribed their v ery fine program 
in art, music, science, gy m, phy ­ 
sical education and home eco­ 
nomics. He indicated that the 
people of Woodstock by now are 
fairly well educated to the fact 
that they will hav e to pay for 
the good education they desire 
for their children, one way or 
another. 
He emphasized that the co-, 
operation 
between 
Woodstock, 
and Kingston has been particu-! 
larly fine in the past. In regard i 
to consolidation, Mr. Van Wag­ 
enen stressed two points (1) that 
he feels we first need to hear th e! 
Heald Commission report com- \ 
ing soon from Albany and (2) 
that he felt that howev er set­ 
tled, each district will hav e had 
certain indiv idual considerations 
and that they will be pleased and

grades going into Kingston, Mr. 
Krom said. 
Mr. Roosa pointed out that by 
bringing all 
groups 
together, 
better facilities than presently 
ex ist in any one school could 
be had for all in the line of a 
richer curriculum and more ex ­ 
tensiv e health serv ices and with 
the integrating program where 
sev enth and eighth graders ad­ 
just gradually from one to sev ­ 
eral teachers and from small 
groups to large groups, being 
more satisfactory ’ from a pupil’s 
standpoint than jumping from 
eighth grade in a small school 
to

departmentalized 
high 
school with 2000 students. Fi­ 
nancially , too, the bonded in­ 
debtedness of all districts would 
be absorbed by the grouping of 
the districts in a consolidated 
program, he said. 
Following the speakers, Mr. 
Soper helped clarify questions 
coming from the audience and 
the panel. He clearly stated the 
stand of the Kingston Board of 
Education in the matter of con­ 
solidation w’as not one of push­ 
ing for consolidation; that nei­ 
ther he nor the board was plan­ 
ning this consolidation.
